KIDNAPING VOTERS.

Once a Regular Feature of Political 
Warfare In England. 

In England a generation or two ago 
kidnaping was a regularly recognized 
feature of political warfare. On the 
eve of an election especially men of in- 
fluence on either side would mysteri- 
ously vanish to reappear later with 
strange tales of forcible seizures, mad 
races across country in post chaises 
driven by yelling postilions, followed 
by longer or shorter terins of gilded 
imprisonment in great mansions, where 
they were wined and dined in sump- 
tuous style and treated right royally 
in every way, only their liberty being 
denied them, 

Quite humble voters, too, were forcl- 
bly abducted, but these did not always 
fare quite so well. ‘Thus one victim 
made complaint before a magistrate 
that he had been decoyed from his 
house by a ruse and kept shut up in a 
coal hole for three days, 

Wholesale kiduaping of voters in 
batches, too, was not unknown, the 
process being rendered easier by the 
custom of candidates paying the trav- 
eling expenses of their electors to and 
from*the polling places. 

For instance, at a certain Newcastle 
election a whole shipload of freemen 
of the borough, dispatched from Lon- 
don by sea, were taken by the cap- 
tain—who had been heavily bribed— 
to Ostend and there left stranded. 

During the same contest, too, and 
under similar circumstances a number 
of Berwick electors who happened to 
reside in London were dumped down 
in Norway, and a group of thirty Ips- 
wich voters found themselves on the 
day of the poll cooling their heels upon 

quay at Rotterdam. 


Pioneer Days In Missouri. 

In 1851 there was in Huntsvilie a 
man who pulled teeth for 25 cents and 
a photographer who made daguerro- 
types at $1.50 each. The first was 
called “doctor” and the second “pro- 
fessor.” They moved in the highest 
circles, as being the representatives of 
the sciences and arts. With deer, birds 
and all manner of game in the woods 
and fine fish in the streams so cheap 
that the poorest larders were stocked 
witb it, the grocers did a big business 
in mackerel, herring and sardines, The 
latter were real dainties, because the 
better food was so plentiful the pio- 
neers got tired of it.

People never dreamed of 
being obeyed by their slaves until 
the ice was past. 

The houses were left quite empty. 
The meanest slave, the youngest child, 
were to be found on the shore. 

When arrived at the show place the 
multitude, with their eyes all bent 
one way, stood immovable and silent 
as death until the tumult ceased and 
the mighty commotion ended. ‘Then 
every one tried to give vent to the 
vast conceptions with which his mind 
had been distended. 

The swelling of the waters under 
the ice, increased by rivulets, en- 
larged by melting snows, led to the 
general bursting of this mighty mass 
of ice. Conceive a solid mass from 
six to eight feet thick bursting for 
many miles in one continued rupture, 
produced by a force ineonceivubiy 
great and in a manner inexpressibly 
sudden. : :

The islands 
and lowlands were al) flooded in an 
instant by an impetuous torrent, 
bearing down, with incredible and 
tumultuous rage, immense shoals of 
ice, which, jammed together in some 
places, in others erecting themselves 
in gigantie heights for an instant in 
the air, seemed to combat with their 
fellow giants and, falling together 
with an inconceivable crash, formed 
a picture animated and various be 
yond conception.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 


Land Regulations. 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a  quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta, The appli- 
cant must appear in person at the m- 
inion Lands Agee or Sub-Agency for 
the district. ntry by proxy may be 
made at ahy agency, on certain condi- 
tions, by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homes on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In cormaan districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn ho patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased homestead 
in certain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Must reside six months in each 
of three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Memory Verse, 11—Golden Text, Ps, 
cxix, 11—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns.

Passing through the two places men- 
tioned, they sojourn for a time at 
Thessalonica, where Sabbath after 
Sabbath they proved from the Scrip- 
tures that Jesus of Nazareth is the 
Christ, the promised Messiah of Isra- 


el, and that, according to the Scriptures, | 


it was necessary for Him to suffer and 


to rise again from the dead. The Lord | 


Jesus Himself after He rose from the 
dead pursued this very plan and from 
Moses and all the prophets expounded 
in all the Scriptues the things concern- 
ing Himself, showing that all the 
things which are written therein con- 
cerning Him must needs be fulfilled 
(Luke xxiv, 27, 44-46) The good 
news concerning Jesus Christ took 
hold of them in the power of the Spirit, 
for they reveived the message as It is 
indeed, the word of God and not of 
man, and from them it sounded out 
through all Macedonia and Achaia and 
elsewhere (1 ‘Thess. 1, 5, 8; fi, 13). How 
simple and yet how full the statement 
concerning them, “Ye turned to God 
fgom idols to serve the living and true 
God and to wait for His Son from 
heaven, whom He raised from the 
dead, even Jesus, who delivered us 
from the wrath to come” (1 Thess, 1, 9, 
10). Here we have the threefold sal- 
vation most clearly stated, saved by 
His sacrifice when we come to God by 
Him, then in all the daily life living 
unto Him, serving Him, and all the 
time waiting for and expecting the re- 
turn of Christ from heaven (1 Thess, 
iv, 16-18). 

There were many who believed and 
continued to give heed to the teaching 
of Paul and Silas, but there were 
Jews who believed not and, being 
filled with .envy and instigated by the 
great adversary, set all the city in an 
uproar, accusing these men of turning 
the world upside down by proclaiming 
as king one Jesus, The world is in- 
deed upside down and all wrong, and 
notwithstanding the boasted progress 
of the.day- the .whole;world still lieth, 
in the wicked one (I John v, 19, R. V.), 
and God has said, “1 will overturn, 
overturn, overturn, until He come 
whose right it is, and I will give it 
Him” (Hzek, xxi, 27). There is only 
one who is capable of making all wrong 
things right on this long sin cursed 


| earth, and He is the King who shall 


reign in righteousness and shall bring 
peace and quietness on the whole 
earth, for He shall be King of kings 
and Lord of lords, and all kings and 
all nations sba!l serve Him (Isa. xxxii, 
1, 17; Rev. xix, 16; Ps. Ixxii, 11), Ac- 
cording to our Lord’s command, 
“When they persecute you in this city, 
flee ye to another” (Matt, x, 23), Paul 
and Silas passed on to Berea and there 
pursued the same course, opening to 
them the same Scriptures concerning 
the same Jesus, Here also many men 
and women believed and received the 
word readily and thus brought joy to 
themselves, the joy and peace wich 
come by believing (Rom, xv, 13), but 
they also were a comfort to the Lord 
Himself, for when on earth in His 
humiliation He said to His Father in 
Heaven, “I have given unto them the 
words which Thou gavest me, and 
they have received them” (John xvii, 
8). Let us remember that whenever 
we receive His word meekly and as 
the very word of God we please Him. 

There was at least one poipt in 
which the Bereans excelled, and that 
was in their searching the Scriptures 
daily, that they might see for them- 
selves the things which Paul taught 
and believe them, not because Paul 
taught them, but because God Him- 
self bad told them in His word, The 
only way to be established is to be- 
lieve God, believe what He says to v* 
in His word, accepting it as if He haa 
spoken it to us directly by a voice 
from heaven, Then when we cap say, 
as did the people of Samaria, “We 
have heard Him ourselves.” we shall 
not be tossed about by every wind of 
doctrine (John iv, 42; Il Chrom, xx, 20; 
Isa. vil, 9). The majority of church- 
goers are too prone to believe what 
thé preacher says instead of doing as 
the Bereans did, and therefore so few 
seem to be established, They also ask, 
“How do we know what to believe 
when different teachers teach so dif- 
ferently?’ The answer is in Isa. vill, 
20, R. V., “Te the law and to the tegti- 
mony, if they speak not according to 
this work it is because there is no 
morning for them.” 

The Scriptures are the only infallible 
guide, and our Lord said that when 
people err ‘it is because they know not 
the Scriptures nor the power of God. 
The professed messengers of God will, 
if they are true messengers, carry only 
the Lord's message; otherwise they 
are prophets of the deceit of their own 
hearts, and the Lord never sent them 
(Jer, xxill, 21-20), The devil does cer- 


isl 
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tainly hate the word of God, and 60 he 
stirred his followers at Thessalonica to 
go to Berea and oppose the servants 
of the Lord there. This resulted in 
Paul going on to Athens, while Silas 
and Timothy abode for a time at Be- 
rea until Pan) sent for them to come 
to him with all speed. The devil’s 
hatred of God and His word is very 
manifest from Gen, fi, 2, 4, onward, 
and J have no hesitation in saying that 
all opposition to and destructive criti- 
tism of the word of God today are 
wholly of the devil.

OFFICIAL CROP REPORT 


Dry Weather Reported in Eastern 
Provinces, but Conditions in 
West are Ideal 

Ottawa.—A bulletin on the condi- 
tion of crops and live stock in Canada 
at the date of, July 1 has been issued 
by the census and statistics office, 
based on the reports of a large staff 
of correspondents. Low temperature 
and cold rains prevailed over the 
whole of Canada in the early part of 
June, which delayed seeding and 
checked vegetation. Then followed a 
period of drouth throughout the north- 
ern and eastern parts of Ontario, the 
western and southern sections of Que- 


| bee and nearly the whole of the mari- 


time provinces. Grain and hay and 
root crops were consequently in poor 
condition in all these regions. 

British Columbia has had a like ex- 
perience of dry weather in June, with 
rains at the end of the month, and 
fall wheat is the, only good crop there. 

In the Northwest provinces fine 
growing weather followed the seeding 
of spring wheat, oats and barley, and 


| correspondents throughout Manitoba, 


Saskatchewan and Alberta are jubil- 
ant at the prospects. The rainfall was 
ample to the end of June, except in a 
few localities, and although seeding 
operations were delayed, cereals and 
grasses are nearly as well advanced 
as in any previous years. ‘“‘Ideal’’ is 
the favorite word of many correspond- 
ents, and it was generally expected 
that spring wheat would be out in 
ear by July 10. In Alberta fall wheat 
was badly winter killed and much of 
the land has been resown with spring 
wheat, oats and barley. Spring wheat 
was heading out’at the end of June in 
the southern parts of Alberta. 


Persian Capital is Now Invested 

St. Petersburg. — The first de- 
tachment of the Russian expedition 
that may march to Teheran, capital of 
Persia, has sailed from Baku for En- 
zell. According to official advices the 
route.of the revolutionaries at. Shah- 
anad ‘has had a depressing effect, and 
the leaders will scarcely be able to re- 
assemble a respecteble fighting force. 
Their followers have been scattered in 
many directions. 

The Bakhtiari tribesmen, however, 
are 2,000 strong, and stiff fighting is 
certain to ensue with General Liak- 
off’s Cossack brigade in case the ad- 
vance continues. The Russian force 
will not enter the engagement unless 
foreign lives and property are endan- 
gered. 

In response to strong  representa- 
tions from Russia to the effect that 
the Turkish consul-general at Tabriz 
is siding openly with the revolution- 
ists, the Turkish government has de- 
cided to recall this official. 

A long list of claims for indemnity 
is accumulating against Persia on the 
part of Russian residents. These 


| amount to $750,000 for direct property 
| losses, and do not include the losses 


resulting from interruption of trade. 


Germany and the Press Conference 
Berlin.—The Conservative Deutche 
Tages Zeitung referring to the British 
Imperial Defence conference, says the 
immediate results which the confer- 
ence may achieve are secondary in 
importance compared with the object 
which its promoters have in view. 
It would be politically unwise, the 
journal continues, to consider these 
speeches made at the Imperial Press 
conference as merely the outcome of 
groundless anxiety or nothing more 
than a trick for preparing the people 
for increased armaments, the cost of 
which is to be shared by the colonies. 
On the contrary, Germany must look 
At the intended, not the actual, effect 
of these speeches, for to postpone tak- 
ing account of the propaganda until 
it-has produced definite. results ig to 
pursue an “‘ostrich policy. - 
“Invasion panic,” ‘spy disease’ 
may serve as fit objects for ridicule, 
but the statements of responsible 
ministers carinot be disposed of mere- 
ly by attributing them to groundless 
anxiety. ; 


May Remain a Dead Letter 


London.—The Standard publishes a 
report that the government has de- 
cided to postpone indefinitely parlia- 
mentary discussion on and ratification 
of the declaration made in London 
February 26, embodying decisions of 
the naval conference. The Standard 
says that it may therefore be con- 
cluded that the agreement will remain 
a dead letter. 

The naval conference concluded its 
sittings on February 26, and a de- 
claration was signed, consisting of 7! 
articles containing a large number of 
generally recognized rules for naval 
warfare. 

This declaration was made public 
on March 21, and the principles enun- 
ciated were to act as a guide for te 
international prize court: to be, estab- 
lished at The Hague. :

GRAVITATION. 
The Mystery of This Wonderful Force 
In Nature. 

When plants are grown in recepta- 
cles "fastened to the rim of a rapidly 
revolving wheel, the shoots and leaves 
grow toward the center and the roots 
away from the center of revolution. 
This is remarkable as showing the in- 
fluence of centrifugal motion upon 
growth. 

But the earth, any point in whose 
surface at the equator passes through 
fifteen miles in one minute, has a cen- 
trifugal motion so swift and so great 
that it is almost inconceivable.

To unveil the mystery of it woula be 
to become masters of a power whose 
possibilities dazzle the human mind. 
It would simplify the problem of build- 
ing, water and air navigation, projec 
tiles and many other branches of me- 
chanics. It would revolutionize pres- 
ent methods. 


Electric Light Bulbs. 

it bas been remarked that the effee 
tive life of incandescent electric lamps 
is much longer with clear than with 
ground glass bulbs. E. P. Hyde ex- 
plains this fact as follows: A thin de- 
posit of carbon is formed on the in- 
terior surface of the bulbs, and this 
absorbs a certain Portion of the radia- 
tion from the filament. When the 
glass is clear the light passes straight 
through, suffering a definite loss from 
the carbon film.

COUNTRY RAPIDLY FILLING UP 
WITH SETTLERS 


Conditions Prevailing in the Three 
Western Provintes are of the Very 
Best—New Sections are Being 
Populated and Railways are Ex- 
tending Branch Lines Over Large 
Area 
Winnipeg.“J. Bruce Walker, com- 

missioner of immigration, on being 
asked with réfereneé to the spécial in- 
formation which he had regarding the 
conditions prevailing in the prairie 
provinces, and the progress being 
made by the immigrants who have 
recently arrived, said: 

‘‘Having, just returned from an ex- 
tended trip over the Canadian North- 
ern railway, the Regina and Moose 
Jaw distriets, the Qu’Appelle valley, 
the Saskatoon, Rosthern and Battle- 
ford districts, the Vermilion valley, 
Edmonton and Calgary and the main 


line east from that point to Winnipeg, | 


1 may say, in the whole province of 


Manitoba there is every evidence of} 


an abundant harvest. A generous 
rainfall at propitious intervals to en- 
sure the best results, has fayored. the 
country, and I can safely say that, 
never hag such a good prospect await- 
ed those engaged in the pursuit of 
agriculture in Western Canada. 

“That portion of Saskatchewan 
tributary to Swift Current town 
and extending. on either side for 
many miles gives excellent promise 
of an abundant yield of grain. Hith- 
erto, for a few years, difticulties have 
been experienced in these districts 
through drouth, and for two or three 
consecutive years our department has 
been assisting the settlers with seed, 
grain and otherwise, to ensure their 
permanent establishment. 

“A larger percentage of our immi- 
gration is going into Southern Al- 
berta and Southern Saskatchewan. 
The country from Mortlach, Herbert, 
Swift Current, Gull Lake and Maple 
Creek, in a southern direction, south 
of the Cypress Hills, is rapidly filling 
up, and while a reasonable contribu- 
tion of our people has been moving 
northward and through -Ceéentral Sas- 
katchewan, still 1 think the south has 
been more attractive to settlers during 
the present immigration season. ‘This 
fact IL attribute to the phenomenal 
yields of winter wheat, through the 
cultivated portions ‘of ‘the southern 
area, and possibly the enaction of the 
pre-emption clause, which applies to 
those districts. 

“There is great activity in railway 
construction. The Canadian Northern 
railway are completing their line from 
Saskatoon to Calgary and this fall 
hope to have 150 miles of that road in 
operation. They are also building 
from Prince Albert to North Battle- 
ford, fifty miles of which will be in 
operation this fall. They have also 
commenced construction from North 
Battleford northwesterly to Athabasca 
Landing, a tributary port, or rather 
the gateway to the great Peace River 
regions. The latter mentioned road, 
when completed, should open up a 
vast area of excellent land for colon- 
ization. Through the Turtle River 
country, north of Saddle Lake and 
Fort Pitt, thousands of homesteaders 
ean be settled in these districts on ex- 
cellent land north of the Saskatchew- 
an river. This railway company are 
also building a road from Maryfield 
southwesterly to Estevan, and will 
complete and operate this road to the 
coalfields this’ present year. This 
road will run north of Portal Junction, 
and it is the intention of the company, 
{ am informed, to build — straight 
westerly from that point to Leth- 
bridge, giving railway facilities and 
cheap fuel to the thousands of settlers 
who have gone south of the Cypress 
Hills and settled in Southern Sas- 
katchewan. It is also rumored that 
the Canadian Pacific railway — will 
build from Weyburn on the Soo line to 
Lethbridge. 

“The various settlements in Western 
Canada pertaining to all nationalities, 
are in a most progressive state and 
very contented. ‘’he prospect of a 
good crop and a high pfice for all 
their production is awakening in them 
a greater interest to develop more of 
their holdings, larger areas are being 
brought. under cultivation this year 
than in any former year, and con- 
fidence is thoroughly established in

The Times declares that in his, en- 
forced retirement Mr. Chamberlain 
wields a power denied those who sit in 
the seat of rulers. “He is a more 
vivid and potent personality through- 
out the wide dominions of the King 
than any active politician of the day.” 

The saddest feature of the event is 
now generally reluctantly recognized 
in the fact, that though his mind is 
still acute, the illness, which has 
lasted nearly three years, forbids the 
thought of his emerging from his 
present privacy.

The British’ Co- 
lumbia communication stated that the, 
province was not prepared to deal 
with the question. Manitoba has ap- 
pointed a committee to meet Ontario 
representatives during a meeting of 
the Canadian Medical association in 
August.

Could Not Get an Audience With the 
Prime Minister, and Decided to 
Board King Edward in Buckingham 
Palace—Were Overawed by the 
Appearance of the Guards, and 
Another Plot Fails

gain an interview from Prime Minister 

Asquith, the Pankhurst faction of the 

suffragettes tried mew tactics, and at- 

tempted to beard King Kdward in 

Buckingham palace. Mrs. Pankhurst 

led the van. There was no special de- 

tail of police to k the women out, 
but the palace is on duty gently 
but firmly ejected) them from the 
palace grounds: ‘There was none of 
the violence Which. attended the 
women’s last raid on the House of 
Commons. 


Although the suffragettes had ap- 


proached the palace with an air of | 
belligerence, and apparently intended | 
resisting any attempt to eject them, | 


the business-like air of the guards ap- 
peared to overawe them at the last 
moment, and they suffered themselves 
to be led to the street without resist- 
ance. 

The deputation from the Women’s 
Freedom league, which stationed itself 
outside of the St. Stephen’s entrance 
of the House of Commons in the even- 
ing, determined to. see Prime Minister 
Asquith, ended its vigil at four o’clock 
in the morning, not having cornered 
the premier. 

They guarded all entrances through- 
out the sessions since they started, 
only retiring when the house rose. As 
the weather was rainy, they had a 
cold, dreary watch, but they refused to 


abandon their tactics of peaceful per- | 


sistence, being opposed to the brawl- 
ing violence of the Pankhurst fol- 
lowers. 

sKing Edward repulsed the  suf- 
fragettes when he officially refused to 
grant them an interview. The suf- 
fragettes wrote the king asking him 
to receive a deputation, and they re- 
ceived a reply from the imperial 
secretary declining their request. His 
majesty said such an act on his part 
would be unconstitutional. 


Slavery in the Congo 

Boston;’ Mass.—The Congo Reform 
association has made public the text 
of a memorandum which the British 
secretary for foreign affairs sent to 
the Belgian government on June 11 
with reference to the question of an- 
nexation of the Congo by Belgium.

American consularships is indefen- 
sible.” .

PLEA OF THE HINDOO 


BELIEVES THERE !8 NO JUSTIFI- 
CATION FOR HIS PUNISHMENT 


The-Indian Student Who Shot and 
Killed British Officials Makes a 
Curious Statement Explaining the 
Reason for His Conduct—Believes 
He Has a Right to Kill People 
Whom He Considers are Oppressors 
London.—Madarlal Dhinagri, the In- 
dian student who on the night of 
July 1, at the conclusion of a public 
gathering at the Imperial institute, 
shot and killed Lieut.-Col. Sir William 
Hutt Curzon Wyllie and Dr. Cawas 
Laleaca, was committed for trial at 
the Old Bailey for murder. 

The police court proceedings lasted 
the whole day long, and but little new 
evidence was elicited. The prosecu- 
tion placed before the court documents 
containing the prisoner’s handwriting 
which seem to show conclusively that 
the crime was long premeditated and 
in revenge for alleged wrongs to In- 
dia. The prisoner in a brief statement 
said: 

“I do not wish to say anything in 
defence of myself, but simply to prove 
the justice of my deed. As for myself 
I do not think that an English law 
court has any authority to arrest and 
detain me in prison or to pass on me 
a sentence of death. That is the rea- 
son why I have not employed counsel. 
I maintain that if it is patriotic for 
Englishmen to fight against the Ger- 
mans, if they occupy this country, 
then it is much more justifiable and 
more patriotic in my case to fight 
against the English. I hold that the 
English people are responsible for the 
murder of 80,000,000 of my countrymen 
during the last fifty years, and that 
they are also responsible for the tak- 
ing from India of one hundred million 
pounds every year to this country. I 
also hold that they are responsible for 
the hanging and deportation of my 
patriotic countrymen who do _ just 
what the English here are advising 
their countrymen to do. If the Ger- 
mans have got no right to occupy this 
country, then the English have no 
right to occupy India, and it is per- 
fectly justifiable on our part to kill 
any Englishman who is polluting our 


‘sacred land.” 


After expressing surprise at the 
“hypocrisy with which the English are 
posing as champions of the oppressed 
in the Congo and in Russia,’’ Madar- 
lal continues: 

“In ease this country is occupied by 
the Germans, and if an Englishman, 
angered at seeing the Germans walk- 
ing about with the insolence of con- 
querors, in the streets of London, kills 
one or two Germans and is upheld as 
a patriot, then certainly I am-a pat- 
riot too, in working for the emancipa- 
tion of my motherland.”

Montreal. — So many sensational

HEALTH OF SHEEP. 


With Succulent 
Preventive of Disease. 


Feeding Food Best

lambs and sheep do not easily yield 
to treatment, and because of this 


;||reater emphasis should be placed on 


preventive measures than with any

Attention was called to the fact that 
the main trouble resulted from nodu- 
lar disease infection and from internal 
parasites. In order to prevent these 
the matter must be taken up in the 
early career of the young lamb, so as 
to prevent the introduction of the eggs 
or germs of these diseases in the 
|8tomach. Unless very large pastures 
are available, so that the sheep and 
lambs will not spend much time on 
any particular part of the pasture, the 
belief was expressed that it would pay 
to use hurdles. 

This is the old country method, which 
has worked well on farme that aver- 
age fewer acres than the farms of the 
central west. The whole management 
must tend to keep the lambs healthy, 
and for that reason the custémary 
plan is to allow the lambs to pasture 
ahead of the sheep. This is done by

Rather liberal feeding of fresh suc- 
culent food is in itself.a good precau- 
tionary measure against disease, and 
for that reason sheep growers gener- 
ally cun afford to take special pains in 
getting a stand of good clover for 
their sheep and lambs and, in addl- 
tion, grow a crop of rape. The suc- 
culency of these crops and their rich- 
ness in flesh forming material tend 
not only to rapid growth, but, as said 
before, they contribute to bealthful- 
ness and thrift.
